NEW JAPANESE FOREIGN 
MINISTER ON CHINA 


Mr. Komura, the new Japanese Minister, at 
a dinnor by the members of the Jupan Glub at 
Kobe recently spoke about China. In the 
course of his remarks he said he could not 
possibly throw new or’ startling light on any. 
thing connected with China, Soveral speciiliata 
had visited Peking while he was there, from 
January last to September, and what they hud 
sven and heard had been given to the’ world in 
some form or ether. He thought his hearers- 
might be interested: to learn that Posing was 
much larger in area than Tokyo, its popula. 
tion; according’ to Chinese statistics, being 
between two and three milions, Personal 
he doubted if, the population excorded 600,000 
or. 760,00. Of course no romarks about 
the city would be'complete without reference 
to the. streets of Peking, which gave rise to 
all sorts of comment. One party complained 
bitterly of their ugliness ond insufferable odour ; 
another idolised thom for their Oriental char- 
ter and pictureaquonéss, Some -poop's went 
away in tho beliof that Peking was a grand 
place, bit they were those who saw the capital 
from the top of the city wall and rested content 
with distant views of the Imperial palacea. 
Thoy: know nothing of the bud smolls of the 
streets. Others left with the impression that 
Peking was a horrid placé, by reason of its bad 
_roads, its rain and foul smells, Chinese conchos 
have no springs, and to be drawn in ono 
over the rough roads is little better than 
torture. But many a man's knowledge of the 
city is confined to photography, After oll, 
Peking is atill the typieul city of China. Of 
course the views of Japanese travellerain China 
are different. Tho province of §zechnen alone 
is greater than Japan and it is reported that 
the province has from sixty to ninety million 
inhabitents. It is safo to say the population is 
not less than fifty ‘millions, This fact alone 
enablos one to realise thé vastness of the Empire, 
Jopan's knowledge of Chins is very crude. Of 
courss there are a great many who hare studied 
Chinese books, but as most of these books were 
written two thousand years ago, when the 
Empire was.in iss. golden” age, book ‘know- 
ledge now counts for littl. Thr country. 
has been declining since, and it is impossible to 
acquire knowledge of the country from books 
written so many years ago.’ ‘The Japanese havo 
been:keonly studyiny European countries since 
the beginning ‘of this.era; but very fow, per- 
haps nobody, studied China in earnest prior to 
the Japsu-vhina war., As a light-house casts 
no light st its bas2, so Japanese, who have 
been familiar with the same ¢haracters as the Chi- 
nese, have possessed no réliabio books about the 
Chinese people. Yet books written by Ento- 
peans often give: accurate accounts of Chinn, 
whichis situated next "to Japan: This surely 
is a matter of great regret to the Japanese. 
Europeans who wish to study the Chineso have 
to spend ten times the labour-a Japanese has te 
put forth in his studies. Yet what dowe so ? that 
the Japanese, who.ought to eperjd. ten; twenty 
times the Jabour that tho uropeun puts forth, 
have not acquired oue tenth of the success of the 

Jopan’s buildings werederiyed from China, 
(ot-a sinjle- Japanese is studying the Chinese 
‘method of building, although mambors are study- 
ing European principles of architecture. There 
are 4 large number of students completing 
their studies in Eurdpe and. America ; but there 
is not one in China, The Japanese who onght 
to know China best of oll from a political and. 
cominercial standpoint bave neglected it alto- 
gether. Now the kwowledgs of angther coun 
1s not only necessary in time of war; but it is 
absolutely: necessary for, the” devolopment of
